Rabin: War no solution 


for Israel, Arabs

LONDON. — Prime Minister Yitz- 
hak Rabin said last night he did not 


- think Israel can win a war in such 


@ way as to put a2 political end to 
the Isreel-Arab conflict. He also 
expressed the belief that the Arabs 
are aware that they too cannot solve 
the problem by war. 

In an interview with Lew Gardner 
on Britain’s Independent Television, 
Rabin said, “By war Israel can 
first reduce the military threat to 
the country. Israel can gain time, 
but Israel cannot basically solve the 
Political conflict by the war 
because we'll never be allowed to 
win it.” 

The Prime Minister algo said, “ 
don't believe that the Arab ee 
tries think that they can win a war 
in an overwhelming way that can 
allow them to dictate to Israel the 
political future.” 

Rabin issued a categoric “no” 
when asked if a settlement forthe 
Palestinians is in fact the heart and 
root of the matter. “The key to war 
and peace in the area lies in the re- 
lations between Israel and the Arab 
countries... on the other hand, with- 
out a solution of the Palestine issue 
there can be no just and durable 
peace in the area" 

Gardner then asked him: “Wouldn't 
it be worthwhile for Israel to say 
to the PLO, if you give up your 
idea that the State of Israel must 
go in its preaent form, we are pre- 
pared to negotiate with you?” 

Rabin: "I politically it would 
be one of the greatest mistakes that 
Israel could make, because, what 
does it mean, that we'll give legitim- 
acy, practically recognition, to the 


so-called PLO. I think it would he 
one of the gravest mistakes on the 
part of Israel to do so." 

Rabin reiterated Israel's refusal to 
have anything to do with the PLO, 
and pinned his hopes on Jordan for 
reaching 8. settlement on the West 
Bank. He expected that {t would 
take about two years until 
Arabs realised that Rabat had 
brought about the opposite of what 
they wanted — ‘that the West Bank 
and Gaza were becoming more Is- 
raeli. 

He expected that King Hussein 
could then re-establish himself and 
play a role. But “If King Hussein 
or Jordan in its present position 
ὦ cannot survive—that ta going to be 
another setback for the cause of 
peace in the area.” 

Rabin sald the Soviet Union is 
trying to build up Syria as a counter- 
balance to Egypt as the leading 
foree in the Arab world in the con- 
flict with Israel. “The importance of 
Egypt was much more obvious in 
the past than in the present. Stil I 
believe Egypt is the key Arab coun- 
try if the Middle East will turn 
either to war or to peace,” he de- 
elared. 

Ἵ think the more time passes 
Egypt loses ita role as the key fac- 
tor in the Arab war. I've seen in 
the last year an effort by the Soviet 
Union to build Syria first militarily, 
T think also politica]ly, ag a counter- 
part to Egypt jn the Arab world.

The policy of avoiding civilian ca- 
sualties is one of the chief reasons 
for the Sparing use of the air force 
against terrorist bases inside the 
camps, 

The terrorists deliberately locate 
their Installations near churches, 
mosques, schools. hospitals or UN 
institutions, in order to deter Israel 
from launching air raids. 

Apart from the Strela missiles, 
regular anti-aircraft guns have also 
been deployed in the refugee camps 
in Lebanon. The terrorists have built 
underground bunkers and shelters 
to protect themselves from air raids. 


U.S. deplores 
‘violence cycle’

Allon sees Rocky before leaving U.S. 


By WOLF BLITZER 
Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
WASHINGTON, — Foreign Minis- 
ter Yigal Allon told a group of 
American Jewish leaders yesterday 
that his 75-minute discussion with 
President Ford on Monday was 
“pleasantly frank,” but he denied a 
press report here that Ford had 
spoken bluntly during the meeting. 
Allon, who was due to leave New 
York last night to return: to Israel, 
told the conference of Presidents of 
Major American Jewish Organiza- 
tions that he was satisfied with the 
results of his talks with Ford and 
Secretary of State Kissinger. Late 
yesterday afternoon, Mr. Ation met 
Privately with Vice-President Desig- 


nate Nelson Rockefeller in New York, 
but πὸ details available. 

“New York Times” columnist 
James Reston said on Wednesday 
that despite the blunt conversation 
between Ford and Allon, the Foreign 
Mintster, went away “not with the 
Promises he sought, but at least with 
confidence, ..." 

Allon said on NBC's “Today” show 
yesterday that any agreement with 
Egypt should last “for a good num- 
ber of years,” an apparent confir- 
mation of press reports suggesting 
that Israel is insisting that another 
interim agreement include a specific 
time frame. 

Informed sources in Washington 
have told The Jerusalem Post that 


during his talks with Ford and Kis- 
singer, Allzn proposed that such a 
pericd of time be for about five or 
six years, to allow Israel to test 
Egypt's peaceful intentions. 

Allon expressed hope that once 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev re- 
turns to Moscow after visiting Cairo 
in mid-January, Egypt will decide to 
begin talks with Israel. He indicat- 
ed that talks will not begin before 
the Brezhnev visit. 

He reiterated that he was reassur- 
ed that there has been no change in 
U.S. policy toward the PLO. Allon 
pointed out that during his talks 
here he raised the issue briefly, only 
to reassert that Israel will not deal

Fred Goldstein, 
journalist, 
dies at 52 


Fred Goldstein, veteran radio and 
newspaper correspondent, died of a 
stroke in Paris yesterday. He was 
52. The deceased is survived by his 
wife, a married daughter, two

Goldstein made his home In Ein 
Kerem, Jerusalem, seven years ago. 

His remains will be brought back 
for burial in Jerusalem in the com- 
ing week. 

Fred Goldstein was star corres- 
pondent of the Europe No. 1 radio 
station and Jerusalem correspon- 
dent of the Paris daily “L'Aurore,” 
the London “Jewish Observer and 
Middle East Review” and the South 
Afrkan “Jewish Herald" — where 
he signed ‘himself “Ben-Avigdor.” 

In Parls, he had brought out a 
fortnightly ‘bulletin on Israel. He 
was the joint author of a book 
“Pourquoi Prague?” — which was 
a combined report on the 1968 
Soviet suppression of the Dubcek 
regime in Prague — which ‘he cov- 
ered for Europe No. 1. 

‘He was on the staff of Israel 
Radio for many years and sought 
to introduce the combined French- 
style mewsreel in the 1960s, 

He was born in Poland and, af- 
ter the Nazi invasion, made this 
way across war-torn to 
neutral Spain, and thence to Eng- 
land. At the war's end he went to 
Paris and became involved in the 
European operations of the Irgun 
Zvai Leumi, specializing in mobil- 
izing money and arms. His under- 
ground code name was Barak, 

He came to Israel during the 
War of Independence aa a Mahal 
volunteer and fought in Jerusalem. 
Later the returned to France where 
he took up journalism and was an 
active member of ‘the Alliance 
France-Israel, until his move back 
to Jerusalem,

TEL AVIV. — Aithough cinema 
trade people yesterday expressed 
fear that audiences will decline af- 
ter Wednesday's grenade attack at 
the Chen cinema, there was little 
sign of this last night with a check 
of several cinemas showing ticket 
sales were up to average. 

More than 200 persons — not 
much below the average audience’ 
for a Thursday — attended last 
night's first show at the Chen Cine- 
ma, where security personnel were 
more in evidence than usuai. 

Many in the audience were ob- 
viously drawn to the theatre out of 
curiosity; people peered into the 
back row of the closed-off balcony 
where the terrorist had sat before 
taking their seats. 

The most commonly heard words 
before the film started were: “This 
is the safest cinema in Israel to-

TEL AVIV, — The Eilat Municipel- 
ity.yesterday refused in the District 
Court here to honour a ry 
mote given to financier Avner To- 
mer, saying it had been extracted 
by fraud. (‘Tomer is currently being 
held on suspicion of defrauding 
Eilat of millions of pounds.)

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NATO FOREIGN MINISTERS MEET 
K warns: don’t clash 


with oil producers 


BRUSSELS. — U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger yesterday 
warned the West to avoid any con- 
frontation with the Arab oil produ- 
cers. 

Such confrontation could spell di- 
saster for Western Europe and for 
Japan, Dr. Kissinger told a meet- 
ing of Nato foreign ministers here, 
informed sources said. 

Dr. Kissinger told the top-secret 
meeting that nobody had yet found 
a way to solve the twin problems 
of inflation and unemployment. 

Tt was therefore essential for 
Western nations to maintain the 
closest possible contacts in their ef- 
forts ἐσ combat “ tion,” the 
sourtes quoted Dr. Kissinger as say- 
ing.

The impact of the West's eco-

The major concern at Nato is that 
member states will be tempted to 
reduce their defence spending to 
ease the pressure of inflation on 
their national budgets. 

Britain, one of the Nato countries 
with the gravest economic problems. 
has already announced a wide-ran- 
ging defence review which would 
reduce its armed forces by 10 per 
cent in 10 years, 

Kissinger 81:80 briefed bis Nato 
partners on the Soviet-American 
Viadisvostok arms accord, and there 
was general satisfaction with the 
details he gave, sources eaid. But 
in Vienna negotiations on East-West 
troop cuts in Central Europe ended 
for 1974 with no agreement in sight.

Record trade deficit in U.K. 


LONDON. — Britain's foreign trade 
deficit rose to a record £S5lim. in 
November, the Treasury announced 
yesterday, and the pound sterling 
hit an all-time low. 

It was the third successive day 
of decline for sterlirg. The pound 
came under pressure earlier this 
week when it was reported that 
Saudi Arabia no longer wanted 
sterling to be ‘used alongside the 
dollar for its oil payments by the 
Arabian American Oil Company 


‘The record increase in the trade 
deficit was caused by an increase 
of £50m. in Britain's import bill 
tm November and a drop of almost 
£40m. sterling in the level of ex- 
ports. 


The previous record deficit of Oil 


£491m. was set in June. 
As usual, invisible earnings — 
such items as shipping, banking and 


insurance services — helped to 
reduce the overall balance of pay- 
ments deficit. 

Invisibles produced a surplus of 
110 million sterling, so the full cur- 
rent account deficit was cut to 
£404m. 

In'London the pound was $2.30825 
in late trading. 

On world money markets the 
French and Swiss francs rose 
following the Saudi Arabian report 
on sterling, 

A sideline casualty was the U.S. 
dollar, which lost ground against 
the West German mark and the 
French and Swiss francs — the 
three currencies the Saudis indicat-

Bomb warning 


at Opec talks 


VIENNA, — A bomb scare and con- 
flicting view on what to do about 
the price of off highlighted the open- 
ing of a top-level conference of the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries in Vienna yesterday. 

A police 5: said that an 
anonymous caller told the Canadian 
Embassy, located a few floors above 
Qpec headquarters, that “a bomb 
will explode in 20 minutes.” Police 
experts failed to find any bomb. 

The Iranian Oi] Minister, Jamshid 
Amouzegar, who reportedly leads

LONDON. — Two rush-hour blasts 
iw an electrical junction box near an 
underground station yesterday even- 
ing sent homeward-bound London- 
ers rushing for shelter, But the 
blasts — coming Jess than 24 hours 
after a bomb attack on the Naval 
and Military Club in West London 
— apparently were the result of an 
electrical failure, Scotland Yard said. 

The first explosion injured a post- 
man sHghtly ay he emptied a mail 
box near Marylebone Station.

A little sawing by U.S, President 
Gerald Ford at their meeting in 
Martinique this weekend could

But it is time to introduce some 
generesity into Franco-American re- 
lations. The right American move 
would be to accept the proposal in 
principle and to seek in exchange a 
more cooperative French position 
on energy problems in general and 
on the Arab-Isracl conflict in par- 
ticular. 


D'Estaing’s proposal is basically 
that there be an early meeting 
among oil producers, the developed 
countries and the underdeveloped 
nations. Among other things, the 
conference would try to stabilize, 
and perhaps lower, the price of oil; 
arrange for recycling, or reinvest- 
ment, of the massive sums now being 
accumulated by the oil producers, 
and try to link oil prices to the 
prices of other commodities. 

The first trouble with this pro- 
posal is that there hag been little 
Preparation among the developed 
nations. A plan proposed by U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
for joint action ts just getting off 
the ground. But there is no agree- 
ment on the right price to seek, 
or how it would be related to other 
commodities, still less on who would 
bear the risks of financing the huge 
flow of oil moneys. At least part 
of the reason for the lack of pro- 
gress is that France, alone among 
the major developed countries, has 
refused to join the international 
energy agency proposed by Kiassin- 
ger. 

A second set of difficulties relates 
to the poorest countries such as 


Giscard leaves 


PARIS (UPI). — President Va- 
Jery Giscard d’Estaing left for 
the Antilles Islands in the Carib- 
bean yesterday to meet for the 
first time with U.S. President 
Gerald Ford to appeal for steps 
to end the American recession 
and to sort out differences over 
emergy policy. 

French Foreign Minister Jean 
Sauvagnargues and U.S. Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger met for 
more than an hour in Paris yes- 
ferdey to prepare for the Marti- 
nique meeting. 


India, whieh cannot afford to pay 
for food, let alone meet their ofl 
bills. The American position has 
been: that financial help to these 
countries should come from the oil 
producers with their tremendous new 
wealth. The tripartite conference 
would make it easy for the poorest 
countries to demand that their hills 
be paid by the rich oil consumers, 
uotably the U.S. and West Ger- 
many, through the device of re- 
cycling. 

A third set of troubles relates to 
the oil producing countries. Some 
of them, at least, are deliberately 
trying to use the oil weapon to win 
political gains for the Arabs over 
Israel] and for the leas developed 
countries over the developed coun- 
tries. The oj] producers most ag- 
gressive in this respect are pre- 
elsely the two with which France 
is most closely connected — Algeria 
and Iraq. 

Given all these difficulties, it has 
to be asked why the French Pre- 
sident even bothered to make the 
propcsal. The answer seems to be 
that it was ἃ way of asserting 


French influence — a matter of spe- 
cial political importance here in view 
of the fecling among many of the 
President’s Gaullist supporters that 
he was not following the late Gen- 
eral'a lead in international affairs. 

For Americans it is tempting, 1 
these conditions, to reject the French 
proposal flatly, thus exposing the 
vanity of Gaullist pretensions. But 
@Estaing is golng to be around 
for a long time to come. While he 
nas shown himself to be far more 
Gaullist in foreign policy than many 
of his American admirers predicted, 
it is still possible that he will take 
his distances from some of the 
General's more anti-American posi- 
tions. Certainly a rebuff from the 
U.S. at this point would only make 
the French President more depen- 
dent on the Gaullists. 

So it makes sense for the U.S. 
to accept the proposal in principle. 
thus handing d'Estaing a sort of 
international triumph for France. 
But it also makes sense for Ford 
to ask two things in return. 

First, France ought to start co- 
operating with the developed coun- 
tries in preparing the trilateral con- 
ference, That means working out 
joint positions which prevent the 
underdeveloped countries from in 
effect raiding the U.S., Japan and 
Europe. 

Secondly, France ought to cut out 
the vast inflation of the PLO ter- 
rorist group and its leader Yasser 
Arafat which has done so much 
damage to Kissinger's efforts for a 
settlement in the Middle East. In 
particular, the French ought to be 
asked to assert their unequivocal 
support for the integrity of Israel 

The French President has recently 
been telling visitors that he is dif- 
ferent from General de Gaulle in not 
being subject to a visceral anti- 
Americanism. Martinique ought to 
be the occasion where the U.S. 
makes it possible for him to make 
gocd that claim.

Cairo deal to make

‘Mine Vell, 47-year-old mother of 
three sons, explained in presenting 
the Bill that President Giscard d'Es- 
taing had considered it should be 
presented by the Minister and “by 
8ἃ woman.”

At 17, Mme Vell was deported to 
8 German  concentratlon camp 
where she was incarcerated for 
three years.

Veil, Director-General of the air- 
line UTA. 

She started her political career 
in 1957 as an adviser at the Min- 
istry of Justice, and in 1969 be- 
came technical adviser to René 


There is no doubt that only a 
Person of the stature of Mme Veil 
could have pushed the Bill through. 
In a conservative and still pro- 
foundly Catholic country the law 1s, 
revolutionary. It would allow any 
Frenchwoman, ovér 18, married 
or single, to have an abortion in the 
first 10 weeks of a pregnancy. 
She must visit a doctor twice and 
make a written request for the 
abortion and it must be carried out 
in an authorized public or private 
hospital. 

Enormous pressure was put on 
the deputies to reject the Bill, The 
Vatican published its condemnation 
of abortion the day the debate 
opened.

Export industries in trouble, 
| thousands face unemployment

ONE MONTH. after the introduc- 
ton .of the new economic policy 
labour demand still exceeds sup- 
ply. Indeed, many executives and 
trade union leaders doubt whether 
the situation will change substan- 
tlally in spite of the predicted slow- 
down. Volunteers for retraining 
courses are few, and many skilled 
workers are being retrained even 
though redundant, in expectation 
of an upswing. However, experts of 
the Employment Service expect a 
gradual deterioration with pockets 
τῇ unemployment -appearing short- 


For the time being. the number 
of jobless registered with labour ex- 
changes has not exceeded the level 
of. unavoidable “frictional'' ynoem- 
ployment. The latest figure avail- 
able — for September — wag 819 
unemployed, of whom 587 were un- 
skilled workers and 128 clerks. The 
mumber of vacancies registered 
with the exchanges was almost 50 
per cent bigger than the number 
O£ persona looking for work. In Oc- 
tober, too, there was a shortfall 
of about 8500 workers for regis- 
tered vacancies. The unfilled jobs 
Included about 2,000 skilled work- 
ers for manufacturing industries. 
1,000 skilled construction workers, 
and 1,000 clerks, bookkeepers, and 
other skilled personnel. 


Labour exchanges 


Since then the number of people’ 


turning to labour exchanges has 
somewhat increased, while vacan- 
cles declined,’ but by and large the 
situation is balanced. On a random 
day last week in Tel Aviv 217 job- 
lesa were registered, of whom 172 
were inimediately sent to work, in- 
cluding 103 skilled workers. Most of 
the jobless left without employment 
were women-telephonists, secreta- 
vies, card punchers, 85 well 85 
‘students looking for part-time jobs. 

The picture is similar in otber 
cities. Stories about unemployment 
here and there are largely exaz- 
gerated, as most workers losing jobs 
are easily absorbed, provided they 
are willing to accept the work and 
the terms offered. Thus workers dis- 
charged at Dimona Fibres have 
largely moved to the nearby Kitan 
Dimonz plant. Workers of the bank- 
τυρὶ Afula pantyhose company are 
now employed at the Beit Shean 
textile factory or at the Nilit plant, 
except for a few technicians who 
have also been offered jobs, but 
hope to get better ones by them- 
selves, Workers dacharged from 
Tel Aviv building projects have 
found employment in defence con- 
struction. :

The 
eventual volume of building acti- 
vity is likely to be of crucial im- 
portance in this respect. The ban 
on public building is expected to 
be rescinded, and several projects 
shelved todate may be resumed. A 
number of industrial expansion 
schemes are also under considera- 
tion, and may be partly financed 
by the Unemployment Insurance 
Fund. However, all of this is un- 
likely to amount to very much. At 
the Employment Service the feeling 
prevails that the number of jobless 
will rua into many thousands be- 
fore the economy recovers. 
“Incidentally, even a substantial 
slowdown is not expected to bring 
in its wake an end to the em- 
ployment in the Israel economy of 
workers from the administered 
areas. The number of these com- 
muting workers is currently esti- 
mated at between 60,000 and 
70,000, of whom about one half 
are employed in agriculture, and 
about one third in building. A dec- 
line in building activity is there- 
fore bound to reduce their job op- 
portunities more than those of Jew- 
ish workers, but farms, factories, 
and services will continue to em- 
ploy Arabs for certain unskilled and 
heavy jobs.

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Need cheaper social aid

INCOME SUPPORT for the needy 
in Israel has reached a respectable 
level — but the method of allacat- 
ing social aid is wasteful. This was 
the impression given in addresses 
Made δὲ a seminar of the EBrook- 
dale Institute on social policy, held 
in Jerusaiem on Sunday. 

Amiram Sivan, Director-General of 
the National Insurance Institute, 
pointed out that the cost-of-living 
allowance is regressive. ranging 
from 1100 to 1300 a month ac- 
cording to income. Jf the allowance 
were a flat sum, equal for every- 
body, small-income families would 
Bet IL200, instead of 11.100 a month. 

He said that all categories of de- 
prived persons are nevertheless pro- 
vided for now, except far part af 
the self-employed. One remedy 
would be to make the allowance 
for the first two children universal. 
ἸᾺΣ present ft is limited to wage- 
earners — only the large family al- 
lowance is universal,) 

Dr. ‘Ben-Ami Zuckerman, Deputy 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
cbserved that the social welfare al- 
lowance for a family of four, which 
ig supposed to equal 40 per cent 
of the average wage, comes actual- 
ly today (since the latest adjust. 
ments for increased prices) ta 5: 
per cent — and 65 per cent of the 
average net wage. 

This relatively impressive level of 
assistance was made passible be- 
cause output (and therefore living 
Stamdards) has been soaring in Is- 


rael at the high rate of 6-8 per 
tent annually. Now that the na- 
tional growth-rate is frozen, 11 may 
be necessary to re-examine the pro- 
visions of social policy. he warned. 

Professor Mordecai Kurz, of Stan- 
ford University. declared that 2 
country needs a good social policy 
which is also cheap. An expensive 
one is liable to put the nation’s 
accounts in the red, necessitating 
pelt-tightening measures (a patent 
hint about Israel's present situa- 
tion). 

His formula is to reduce income 
tax at the top, where It ia coufis~ 
catory, and Increase ἐὲ lower down 
the scale, This should be done, 
amonz other things, by taxing all 
social benefits and all subsidies. 
“It makes the tax system regres- 
sive, of course — but such a change 
ean be tolerated if there is strong 
income-support system for the lower 
echelons,” he said, 

Professor Kurz believes in intro- 
ducing: negative income tax as well 
— al) of which would require the 
whole working population to file in- 
dividual tax returos. He doubted 
whether the existing revenue service 
would be capable of handling such 
a comprehensive fisca] system. 

To this Mr. Zuckerman rejoined 
drily: “Maybe, but it's the only re- 
ue service we've got." He added, 
“There is no chance of introducing 
the negative income tax during the 
next hve years." But he did not 
foreslose on the possibility of start- 
ing to plan such a system right 
away.

THE FOLLOWING STORY about 
one of the staunchest friends of the 
Jewish people — Czechoslvakia’s 
first president, Thomas G, Masaryk 
—is related by one of the oldest 
readers of this newspaper — Dr. 
Baruch Tomaschoff, who is over 90. 

One evening in December 1934, 
just beore Masaryk was about to 


resign for reasons of health, he. 


arrived in Brno, the capital of 
Moravia. Driving! past the synagogue, 
he poticed that the building was 
brightly liuminated, asked his driver 
to stop the car and walked inside. 
It happened to be the last night 
of Hanukka and the Jews of Brno, 
who had gathered in the synagogue, 
received the President with enthus- 
iasm and affection. Masaryk studied 
the tall bronze Hanukkia, with its 
nine lighted caniles, and ‘asked the 
Rabbi: “Why are there eight candles 
in a-‘row, while the ninth stands 
below them?" “That candle is ‘the 
servant’ from which the others are 
kindled," explained Rabbi Glaser. 
Masaryk thought for a few mo- 
ments. Then be said: ‘The uinth 
ecandie seems to me to be symbolic 
of the Jewish people. The eight 
candles are the other mations of the 
world, to whom your people have 


given Ught by bringing them the 


- Message of social justice and the 


brotherhood of mankind, They glow 
with boastful self-pride as though it 


were thelr own light, while you stand 


apart. , 

“But the time has come," Masaryk 
went on, “for you to be masters of 
your own destiny in your own Jewish 
state. I've been to Palestine and have 
seen the miracles your pioneers have 
wrought there, the si for the 
restoration of Israel's erstwhile 
Blory.” 

Masaryk then referred to the 
spreading poison of Nazism, which 
was “c ‘even noble souls,” 
and continued: “As head of state, 
Tam aware of developments te come. 
Take my advice, go in your masses 


: to Palestine, the sooner the better, 
tor it may soon be too late.” 


Some heeded Masaryk's prophecy. 
The others perished, 
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PENDING THE ARRIVAL of the 
Messiah, when life will be glorious, 
we take comfort in the not too fre- 
quent expressions of support from 
the outside world. 

We learn from our Amsterdam 
correspondent, for example, that 
Major irtd! G.C. van Goreum, who 
was a Dutch UN observer in our

Nations the medal he was given op 
retiring from ‘his post. The medal is 
inscribed “in the service of peace.” 
Major van Gorcum took the medal 
and his blue UN Observer's’ beret, 
yped them up neatly and sent 
them to the Dutch Foreign Ministry 
with a request for onward transfer 
to the United Nations.
